Niugara Falls, “hut there is nothing for

One phase of the sftuation dizcussed

In dismissing the Idea of particlpn-
tion in mediatlon, as a result of to-
duy’s developients, some of Carranza's
agents here declured the campaign
against Huertn wonld be continued
with inereased activily. Arms and am-
munition for General Carranza aboard
the Cnban steamer Antilla, now at
Tampico, which the United States was
too late In its effort to prevent leas-
ing American shores, probably will be
unloaded tomorrow.

The apprehension of General Funs-
ton over rumdors of a possible federal
advance outposts at Vera Cruz has he-
come a matter of grave concern to war
department offlelnls.

EAPLODED A BOMB
INGIDE THE ABBEY

SEC. McKENNA’S SPEECH IN
COMMONS INTERRUPTED

ACTS OF MILITANTS

Confusion Occurred when Legis-
lators Were Discussing the
Womean Situation

(By Assoclated Press)

Londen, June 11.—Militant suffra-
gettes rtaged one of the mort dramatic
acts of their caonpaign today when
they exploded a homb In Westminster
Abbey at the very moment the Right
Hon. Heginald MeKennu, scceretary of
state for home aflairs, was delivering
an optimlistic speech In the House of
Commons nearby, reguiting the gov-
ernment’s method of dealing with “the
wild woman."

The bomb was placed beside the fa-
moue coronation ¢hair in Edwua:l The
Confessor's Chapel.  Although it did
little damage the report  penctrated
to the HMouse chamber, interrupting
Mr. McKenna's oration and bilonging
members into the street to learn what
had happened.

A statement  issued Iy Scotland
Yards gives the facts in a conservative
form.

“At 5 o'clock™ saye the stalement,
“u small bomb was exploded in Imme-
dinte proximity to the coronation
chalr. It is suppored some member of
# large parly of sightzcers lagzed be-
hind the reet and deposited the bomb
when the others had left the chapel,

“The damage done was slight. A
portion of the carved wood at the back
of the chair was blown off and some
of the stone carving of the screen of
the great altar was damaged.

“The homb, thin metal, nickel plated,
was exnloded by a fuse. A woman's
feather bon, a guide book and a rmail
black silk bug were found on n chair
nearby. The pleces blown off can be
put together again.'

Reginald McKennn, the home
secretary, announced in the Ilouse
of  Commons f{o-day that he

hoped the government' had obtained
sufficlent evidence: to. epable it to
bring ‘sult ‘agatnst subscribers o the
funds of. the militant suffragette or-
ganization. He adied the further hope
that the government would be able to
make the subscribers linble for the full
cxtent of the damace done by “arson
synads," destroyers of mail and ple-
ture slashers.

The announcement was made in re-
sponse to bilter criticism of the in-
activity of the government against
whal Lord Robert Cecil described as
“nothing less than anarchy,” for which
in his opinjon, the only real remedy
was deportdtion.

Mr. McKenna pleaded lhgt the gov-
ernment faced a situstion ahsolutely
without precedent. The number of
women actually engaged in commit-
ting crimes connected with the mui-
tant suffrageite movement is small,
he sald, but sympathizers are numer-
ous. He admitted the erimes were in-
creasing ‘nacrioicness ani ha renog-
nized the senee pf public Indignance
against the militant suffragettes, more
especially In regard to their rudeness
to King George and Queen Mary.,

In discussing varlous reasons for
dealing with the militants, the home
secretary eald he believed the “let
them die” policy would act only as u
grealer incentive to militancy  and
would In due course lead to a reac-
tion in public opinions Deportation,
he considered impractfcable.

As to treating the suffragettes as
lunatics, Mr. McKenna said he could
not ask Parlinment to sanction an act
defining people as lunatics who had
not been medically certified as such.

The last pronosition, he sald, was
to glve womexn the vote, but he thought
that could not he seriously consldered
4s a remedy for existing conditions.

- Mr. McKenna showed he had an
ablding falth in the “cat and mouse"
act. He denied that many of the
crimes attributed to suffragettes haaq
been committed by women released
under that law. Some of those re-
leased he sald, had abanodned mili-
tancy; others had fled the country.

The home secretary appealed to the
newspapers to cease reportipg suffra-
‘Bette outrages and thus deprive the
militants of advertisement, which, he

maintained, was the main-spring of

thelr existence. !

Many of these women, he sald, arc
hysterical fanatics who are possessed
of a courage that. would 'risk anything.
Many of them wanted to dle to galn
what they believed to ba ,martyrdom.
Advertl:umant,o!.l.h.alr acts . was a
thing -they desired above all.

GARRANZA CLAINS
HE HAS ANSWERED

Says He Will Not Stop Fighting
But Will Be Represented In
tHe Mediation

(By Associated Press.)
Saltillo, Mex.,— June 11.—General
Carranzu announced tonight that he
had returned an answer to the note of
the Niagara Falls mediators stating
that he would nppoint representatives
to the conference at Niagara Ialls.
The names of the representatives
were not made public. The note gave
simply the assurance that the consti-
tutionalists would be represented and
did not ‘mention conditions on which
the constituflonalists would take part.
1t was' announced, howaver, that the
agreement to attend the conferences
would not serve to check the campaign
now being waged againat the federals
in any respect and the advances to
the south will be continued with vigor.
The federals attempted yestarday to
escape from Mazatlan  through the
constitutionalits forces, but were driv-
